Fou rteen Nav ajo Indians came to Washington 
recently to tell the gov ernment abou t the wrongs 
of their people. The ex penses of these Indians 
were paid by members of the tribe in Arizona 
and New Mex ico. 
The v isiting Indians liv ed 
qu ietly and economically in Washington. 
“Ou r 
reserv ation is ov erru n with Indian serv ice em­ 
ploy es . . . Under their administration ou r na­ 
tion has hit bottom in pov erty ,” said one of the 
Indians.. “We don’t get relief u nless we su pport 
the Indian Bu reau policies,” said another. “The 
bu reau agents discriminate in the herd redu c­ 
tion program; 
some are pawning ou r beads to 
get wool becau se we hav en’t enou gh sheep.” 
Gov ernment officials listened as u su al. 
As 
u su al these gov ernment officials denied the au ­ 
thority of the Indians to represent their tribes— 
challenged the Indians, said they were not tell­ 
ing the tru th. The Indians plead for their peo­ 
ple. American Indians hav e been pleading and 
protesting ev er since the adv entu rers followed 
Christopher Colu mbu s. The redskins hav e been 
fooled, cheated, plu ndered and robbed by “civ i­ 
lized” white men for centu ries. 
The Indians 
hav e lost their lands, timber and property rights 
in their dealings with the whites. The gov ern­ 
m ent approv ed the logging contracts, and a r­ 
ranged the seizu res of the Indian lands and 
properties. 
When Indians kick, and complain, 
they are u su ally ' “wrong”—wrong, ev en thou gh 
they are u su ally right. 
Alas, poor Lo, y ou r whole race seems to be 
washed u p—down and ou t. It’s too bad y ou are 
in the discard. 
You r only consolation may be 
be fou nd in the fact that there are a greater 
nu mber of whites than reds in the nation’s 
down-and-ou t popu lation. Bu t, the Indians say 
they were here first. 
“Bu t y ou are wrong and 
tha t’s all there is to it. Get ou t!”

A good su rface mix tu re with 
plenty of hard particles, either fine or coarse, is 
a first requ irement. It is not worth while to treat 
a poor soil.

LOW COST ROADS 
The only way to bu ild low-cost roads is to u se 
local material. United States pu blic roads engi­ 
neers state that they hav e figu red ou t this an­ 
swer for the pu blic benefit.

Some of the big newspapers hav e followed u p 
the plans which they determined in adv ance that 
there wou ld be a political landslide last Nov em­ 
ber, and they hav e been polling the pu blic u pon 
social, political, economic and indu strial qu es­ 
tions, inclu ding strikes. It is a sort of new “cen­ 
su s of thinking” worked ou t on a large scale and 
with remarkable accu racy . 
When the CIO began its sensational and ru th­ 
less attacks on indu stries last Janu ary the pu blic 
polls showed that the nation was shocked and 
disapprov ed of sitdown strikes, particu larly in 
plants where liberal wages and ev ery fav orable 
condition of employ ment ex isted. On the broad­ 
er and comprehensiv e qu estion of the attitu de of 
the pu blic it appears that the great majority of 
the citizens are in fav or of labor u nions. They 
fav or gov ernment regu lation of the u nions on a 
record poll of 6 9 per cent y es; 
while they also 
believ e 86 per cent that labor u nions shou ld be 
requ ired to incorporate. 
The “censu s of thinking” shows that 89 per 
cent of the pu blic believ e in settling differences 
in indu strial dispu tes before strikes are called. 
“I didn’t raise my boy to be a striker” su ggests a 
title for a song-hit, inasmu ch as Americans are 
u ndou btedly the peace-lov ing folks we hav e al­ 
way s heard abou t when war was threatened— 
ev en a civ il warfare in indu stry .

Washington — One 
of

sources of disaffection between 
congress and the White House 
was not solved at the Jefferson 
island conference and, in fact, 
gives no immediate prospect of 
solution. 
It is the difficulty members of 
congress—more particularly the 
small fry—have in getting an oc­ 
casional 
conference 
with 
the 
President. 
The President is a busy man. 
He said recently in a press con­ 
ference that his work often last­ 
ed from before breakfast until 
well after midnight. So he can­ 
not grant every request to see 
him. 


DOUBLE TROUBLE 
Every executive has the prob­ 
lem. Youngish Robert M. Hutch­ 
ins solved one phase of it quickly 
after he took over the presidency 
of the University of Chicago. He 
let it be known that an immed­ 
iate conference and tea with all 
members of the faculty was ob­ 
viously a vast waste of time. So 
he cancelled this old custom. 
Tom Girdler, chairman of the 
board of Republic Steel corpora­ 
tion, solved it another way. He 
told a senate committee that he 
was willing to see any of his men 
any time about their troubles. 
Since he has only about 5 0,000 
employes, that situation present­ 
ed such a funny aspect that even 
somewhat

s e n a t o r s 
laughed. The employes obviously 
never presume to have a right 
to see him. 
Congressional trouble seems to 
be a combination qf the two.
